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REPORT  OF  THE  YEAR  1933. 


The  past  year,  the  52nd  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital,  presents  a 
record  of  much  activity. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  Council  was  faced  with  a  grave 
financial  position,  which  caused  considerable  anxiety  as  to  the  possi¬ 
bility  of  maintaining  in  their  entirety  the  services  of  the  Hospital. 

The  help  promised  by  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London, 
as  announced  in  the  last  Eeport,  greatly  strengthened  and  encouraged 
the  Council  in  making  their  Appeal,  and  although  at  the  close  of  1933 
the  Hospital  still  has  a  considerable  debt,  the  Council  is  glad  to  be  able 
to  report  that  this  is  greatly  reduced.  The  reduction  has  been  brought 
about  principally  by  the  receipt  of  a  large  legacy  from  the  C.  H.  Wilson 
Estate  and  by  the  good  response  to  the  special  Appeal  considering  how 
bad  the  times  were  last  year. 

FESTIVAL  DINNEK. 

The  Council  decided  to  hold  a  Festival  Dinner  with  the  view  of 
taking  advantage  of  the  offer  made  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year 
by  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London  to  give  a  grant  upon  a 
£1  for  £1  basis.  Mr.  E.  V.  Knox  very  kindly  wrote  an  Appeal,  which 
was  widely  circulated,  Miss  Macey  was  engaged  to  assist  in  the  Appeal, 
and  a  Dinner  was  held  at  the  Dorchester  Hotel  on  May  25th,  under 
the  Presidency  of  the  Most  Hon.  the  Marquis  of  Camden. 

The  sum  realised  amounted  to  £3,285,  including  £303  in  new 
Annual  Subscriptions.  The  Council  therefore  earned  the  grant  of 
£1,500  offered  by  the  King’s  Fund  in  respect  of  donations  and  £300 
of  the  £500  offered  for  the  year  in  respect  of  Annual  Subscriptions. 

The  Council  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  tendering  their 
thanks  to  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  for  London  and  to  Mr.  E.  V. 
Knox,  Lord  Plender  and  the  many  friends  upon  whom  the  success  of 
this  Appeal  depended. 

The  Hospital  is  greatly  indebted  to  the  Executors  of  the  late 
Mr.  C.  H.  Wilson,  who  bequeathed  a  large  residue  for  distribution 
amongst  certain  hospitals  named  in  his  will.  The  proportion  of  the 
Hospital’s  share  received  during  the  year  amounted  to  £9,000.

Committee  for  the  generous  assistance  they  gave  in  connection  with 
Flag  Day,  which  was  held  on  October  24th  and  realised  the  sum  of 
£273  11s.  2 d.

EXPENDITURE. 

A  careful  scrutiny  of  all  expenditure  was  exercised  during  the 
year,  and  the  Council  is  satisfied  that  it  was  kept  to  the  minimum 
consistent  with  efficiency.  Heavy  expenditure  upon  the  structure  had, 
however,  to  be  met,  for  it  was  necessary  to  re-paint  the  whole  of  the 
external  wood  and  iron-work,  and  further  additional  expense  was  in¬ 
volved  in  consequence  of  a  defect  which  was  discovered  in  the  roof 
of  the  old  Operating  Theatre. 
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THE  WORK  OF  THE  HOSPITAL. 

The  figures  of  the  subjoined  tables  record  the  volume  of  the  work 
which  has  been  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  Council,  in  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Staff,  have  con¬ 
sidered  in  what  further  way  they  can  give  facdities  to  the  medical 
practitioners  of  the  neighbourhood  for  utilising  the  services  of  the 
Hospital  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  Report  arrangements  have 
been  made  to  hold  Consultative  Clinics  at  Haverstock  Hill,  in  addition 
to  the  Clinics  held  at  the  Out-Patient  Department,  Bayham  Street, 
Camden  Town.

GUIDANCE  OF  PATIENT! 


1.  Applicants  having  a  Subscriber’s  Letter  of  Recommendation  for  free 
treatment  should  attend  at  the  Out-Patients’  Department,  Bayham  Street, 
Camden  Town,  in  accordance  with  the  directions  printed  thereon,  or  if  too 
ill  or  living  at  too  great  a  distance  to  attend  for  examination,  should  have 
the  medical  certificate  form  filled  by  a  Doctor  and  send  the  letter  to  the 
Secretary. 


2.  Persons  desiring  admission  to  Pay  Beds  (see  next  page)  must  make 
application  on  the  proper  forms,  to  be  obtained  at  the  Hospital.  The  applicant 
will  be  informed  if  his  or  her  case  is  accepted. 

3.  No  person  can  be  received  who  may  be  suffering  from  any  incurable 
or  infectious  disease,  consumption,  mental  disorder  or  epilepsy. 

4.  Patients  will  be  required  to  pay  for  the  washing  of  their  personal  linen. 
Stimulants  will  only  be  allowed  when  ordered  by  the  Medical  Attendant. 

5.  Patients  will  be  required  to  conform  strictly  to  the  directions  of  their 
Medical  Attendant  in  all  matters  relating  to  medical  treatment,  diet,  &c. 

6.  Patients  may  be  visited  by  a  Clergyman  or  Minister  of  any  denomination. 

7.  Relations  and  friends  may  visit  Patients,  at  fixed  hours  ;  but  not 
more  than  two  Visitors  at  a  time  will  be  allowed  to  each  Patient. 

8.  In  the  event  of  a  Patient  dying  in  the  Hospital,  the  friends  shall  under¬ 
take  to  remove  the  body  at  once. 


Visitors  to  Patients  in  the  General  Wards  are  allowed  on  Thursday  and 

Sunday,  from  3  to  4.30  p.m. 


Visitors  to  Patients  in  Private  Rooms  any  day  from  3  to  4.30  p.m. 
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PARTICULARS  AS  TO  THE  ADMISSION  OF  PATIENTS, 
SUBSCRIBERS’  PRIVILEGES,  &c. 

The  General  Wards  at  Hampstead  are  free  to  the  sick  poor,  preference  being 
given  to  residents  in  Hampstead,  Highgate,  Kilburn,  Camden  Town,  Kentish 
Town,  Gospel  Oak,  Golder’s  Green,  Hendon  and  other  outlying  north-west 
districts. 

There  are  also  Pay  Reds,  available  for  the  treatment  of  patients  by  their 
own  medical  attendants,  in  the  Contributory  Wards  at  £3  13s.  6d.  per  week, 
and  in  Private  Rooms  at  £7  7s.  per  week. 

These  charges  apply  only  to  patients  attended  by  the  Medical  Practitioners 
of  the  district,  and  to  patients  attended  by  the  Medical  Staff  of  the  Hospital. 
The  charges  for  patients  attended  by  other  Practitioners  or  Consultants  are 
£5  5s.  for  Contributory  Beds  and  £9  9s.  for  Private  Rooms.
